Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons as set forth in the Final Rejection. 
Minh '642 and Minh '499 each disclose heat treating using a compressive force to sinter and densify the assembly. This assembly 
includes partially densified subassemblies (laminated structure) made from tape including a tape for providing an interconnector 
component in the final assembly. Thus the references disclose hot pressing to form an interconnector component, as claimed. The claims 
are not limited to forming a single component for an electrochemical converter. Minh '642 and Minh '499 each hot press to form an 
interconnector component, although part of an assembly with other components of an electrochemical converter. Applicant has made no 
argument with respect to original Claim 23 and JP 5-101838. With respect to Kwon, the suggestion that pressure sintering is preferred 
over pressure-less sintering would have suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art to pressure sinter the laminate of McPheeters which 
includes an interconnect formed from a cast tape. With respect to the rejection of Claim 9, Applicant has not provided any proof that the 
interconnector component as suggested by Minh '642 and JP 9-190829 would not provide the advantage as argued. With respect to the 
rejections based on Cable and Maricle, applying pressure during sintering of the tapes to form an interconnector is suggested by Minh 
'642 to promote interbonding. Pressure sintering is well known and often preferred, as taught by Kwon et al. Pressure sintering an 
interconnector either alone or in combination with other components of an electrochemical converter would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. 
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
